BISHOP LEE AND THE GRADYTATES; 

Bishop Lee took grave exceptions | 
at so much of our remarks, at the 
funeral of Bishop Embry, as reflected, | 
as he thought, upon the college gradn- 
ates of our ministry. We said on that 
occasion: I am sick and tired of | 
these gradnates coming out of colleges ' 
and universities and, practically giv- 
ing us nothing that adds to the litera- , 
ture of our church, while many are 
afflicted with the big-head and want 
to step into the first pulpits of the 
— without any evidence of quali- 
fication beyond a mere graduate of 
some institution of learnitig, which is 
grand, as far as it goes. I grant, eto. 

Bishop Lee said that such remarks 
were calculated to dishearten and dis- 1 
courage the young men who had | 
labored herd and sacrificed many com- 
forts for years to acquire an educa- | 
tion,“ but, with due respeet to the | 
judgment and tenderheartedness of 
one of the greatest scholars that be- | 
longs to our ministry, we cannot con- 
car with the Bishop, If remarks, in- 
tended to stimulate end inspire our | 
young men to nobler acts of minis 
terial endeavor, is to bea source of 
disconragement, it would appear to 
me that they are made of very poor 
material, or college training 1s more 
of a curse than a blessing.

our Christianity by great argumenta- 
tion, and show a familiarity, not only 
with the original  tongnes, hut the 
early fathers of the Church, and the 
lore of ages, We need works on logie, 
rhetoric, Church history, lectures on 
astronomy, geology and especially eth- 
nology. We need learned historians, 
to battle with there —latter-day—white 
historiaus, who are trying to steal 
from the Negro everything of worth 
and merit, that Rollin, Titler and the 
older historiaus attributed to the 
Hametic races, The truth is, our 
Church and our race are suffering 
for great scholars, great authors and 
learned communications to our papers 
and magazines. and who is to sapply 
them, or should supply them, but our 
titled and diplomated gradnates? We 
certainly do not have them, and our 
ministry and members need them and 
if our graduates, or non-graduates, do 
not speedily begin to furnish such 
books and articles, our children and 
children's children will laugh at the 


learned and seholarly men #0 
much, when they real the 
minutes and papers of this 
generation, We have more Doctors of 
Divinity than 40 mules can pull. And 
who among ns ever thinks about sit 
ting down and diseussing a theological 
topic for the information of onr candi- 
dates for the ministry? We need today 
a theological catechism for the benefit 
of our hundreds of candidates for our 
Itineraut Ministry, who have not been 
blessed with youthfal alvantages, We 
know that a number, like ourself, have 
heen doctored complimentary, and not 
upon actual worth or merit. But that 
should be a stimulus to study and call 
forth donble effort upon the part of the 
one thus honored. But look at the 
vast number who do not believe they 
were thus honored complimentarily, 
They believe they deserved the honor. 
Now, if they do, shonld they not try 
to make somebody else believe it, too? 
We think they should, at least. We 
conelnde by saying that While our 
Church needs more grace, more faith, 
more Christian forbearance, more self- 
Sacrifice, more fideiity, more virtne, 
more piety, more money, more of the 
spirit of missions, more revivals, more 
Church bnilders and more debt pay- 
ers, she needs nothing more than 
great writers, great anthors, great 
thinkers and great defenders of 
our Church and of gur Christiau- 
ity.
